thofeiof the Emperor and Empire on the other, if 
the adjulting of this Affair was not a Work which 
fingly concerns their Imperial and moft Chriftiao 
Majefties. The King and the Emperor, when they 
concluded the late Treaty of Peace, agreed to fix 
a Time for this Regulation, which feem’d the more 
neceflary, becaufe for want of it, Inconvenicncics 
happened more than once before the War. The 
Treaty of Peace having fecured the Dutchy of 
Lorain to France, render’d this Regulation ftill 
more neceffary; and as the great View of this 
Treaty was to put an End to the Misfortunes oc- 


cafioned by the War, there are none bur the 


Powers concerned in that War, that havea Right 


‘of advifing the Meafures conducive to that end.

A Ba't'e with the Turks being expe@ted e’er this 
Month & out, Prayers are begua in the Metropolitan 
and other Churches of this City, to implore the Blef- 
fing of Heaven on the Arms of his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty. 

They add, that it appears by all Advices from 
Hungary, that the Turks carry on the War very 
politely. They not only fet the Officers they take 
at Liberty, on their Parole of Honour to return upon 

emand, bur they treat the other Prifoners very 
civilly, don't fend them into Slavery, but keep them 
to be exchanged atthe Peace. "Tis obferved alfo, 
to their Honour, that they are very punctual to their 
Capitulations and other Agreements. This Character 
of them is confirm'd by Colonel Picolomini, who 
commanded in Meadia ; and he adds, thar before 
he came away he din'd with the Turkifh Bafhaw to 
vihom he was to furrender that Poft, and that in 
Acknowledgment of the advantagious Capitulation 
which he had obrained, he madea Prefent to the 
Bafhaw of a Gold Watch, Snuff-Box, anda Gold- 
headed Cane ; and that the Bafhaw in Return, p.c- 
tend him with a fine Horle richly accouter’d.
